on the books. 
The fact is recalled

acquisition which amounts almost to a , 
certainty, by the county of Winnebago j 
of the estate of the late Richard Hors- ! 
fall, of Harrison, 
who died without j 
leaving a will to indicate his desires as i 
to the di-p isition of his 290 acres of 
land in 
Harrison, says the Rockford 
I legisler. 
His wif■ * died -omc time »before him 
and the couple left no children, and in 
fact there were no heirs in this eountrv. 
cousins in England being the nearest of 


kin. 
The state’s attorney has prepared a 
bill in which 
he seeks to remove a 
cloud from tno title of the property,, 
which wa-' placed on it by a tax sale 
which was purposely allowed to gain j 
title for the benefit of the heirs in Eng- j 
land, and by this bill ho expect* to gain 
the farm for the county. 
The death of Mr. llorsfall occurred 
at his home in Harrison Feb. 22, 1894.

When 
washed and dried by the usual me­ 
chanical means, the fibers emerge as a 
long silky floss, entirely free from the 
cuticle and re-inous gums in which 
they were imbedded, b» ing also clean, 
white and ready for the comb of the 
spinner. 
They likewise take the most 
attractive dy es and can ho worked into 
every variety of fabric, from tin* finest 
quality of velvets to clca p drills an I 
delicate lae« *H. 
Th« * combined lightness 
and toughness ot the liber rentier it, pe­ 
culiarly suitable for tents and ship can­ 
vas. and three-fifths more cloth of equal 
strength can ho produced from rhea 
than from the same weight of lineu— 
that is, 1,000 y ards « if rhea canvas 
weighs only as much as 600 y ards of 
linen, its durability and resisting pow er 
to strain being also much greater.

tier’s secret. H is poem suggests that the 
stern creed of C alvin hold them apart—
